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SCHOOL REPORT. 


Fellow Citizens of the Town of Holderness: 


As this is the last report I shall make to you as a mem- 
ber of the Board of Education, I trust you will not take it 
amiss if | express myself rather plainly upon the subject of 
our district schools. 

There are, in my judgment, three essential requisites 
for the successful instruction of youth: First,a teacher who 
is well qualified by a thorough knowledge of the subjects to 
be taught, by experience in the art of teaching, and by na- 
tive and trained aptness to teach; Second, pupils who are 
anxious to learn, who are willing to obey the teacher im- 
plicitly, and who attend strictly to business and not play 
during school hours; and 7hird, time enough to accomplish 
the work expected of both teacher and pupils. 

Now for the reason that the people of Holderness do 
not raise money enough to provide suitable educational ad- 
vantages for the children of the town, the first and third of 
these requisites cannot be secured. The Board of Educa- 
tion is furuished with only enough money to maintain our 
schools for eighteen or twenty weeks at an average cost of 
a trifle more than three dollars a week for the teacher’s 
wages in each school. Under present conditions, let me ask 
any sensible person if we can reasonably expect to procure 
good teachers, such as are possessed of the qualifications I 
have mentioned, for that small stipend. | Why, the fact is 
that the veriest tyro fresh from our Normal School, can. 
command at least twice that amount for her first school. 

In saying this, [am not, even by implication, dispar- 
aging the teachers who have been in charge of our schools 
during my official connection with them; for some of these 
teachers have done really admirable work when the condi- 
tions under which they worked are considered. 
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And again I ask—supposing we had the very best and 
ablest talent in our teachers’ desks, can we expect our chil- 
dren to make much progress in eighteen weeks of school- 
ing out of the whole year? It is simply preposterous and 
the height of folly to expect boys and girls to master even 
the rudiments of the commonest branches of. study when 
they go to school eighteen weeks and stay at home thirty- 
four, 

I assure you, my friends, that you can make no better 
investment for your children than by giving them the 
opportunity to get a good education. 

And then, bad as it is to have the first and third req- 
uisites mentioned unfulfilled, I am sorry to say that the 
second one does not come fully up to the standard. In 
most of our districts it is true that the pupils have been 
eager to learn, and glad to follow the lead of their teachers, 
but in two of them, at least, this is by no means true of 
all the pupils. 

In my judgment we have had no better qualified teach- 
er during the past three years than Miss Currier, but some 
of her pupils did not respond to her demands for earnest 
work or co-operate with her in her efforts for their welfare, 
and so her labors were rendered nugatory in a measure; 
and the same thing can be said of the pupils in some of the 


Prescott School in relation to several of their teachers. 
My friends, I have thus briefly diagnosed your case, 
and now I will prescibe the remedy : 


Take—Auri, aut argenti, $2,100 00 
Dose. Apply to each school, 
For teacher’s wages, $150 00 
For teacher’s board, $90 00 


If this medicine should prove too severe, reduce the 
dose somewhat until you are able to take the prescribed 
amount, and | will warrant it to cure the difficulty with 
our schools. 

It remains for me to speak briefly of the individual 
schools. 
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THE ELM SCHOOL. 


The first term was taught by Miss Hattie Smith, whe 
made a failure of it. 

The second term was taught by Mrs. Luey M. Seruton, 
who was interested in her work and obtained as satisfactory 
results as could be expected.
